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With the conclusion of the 1989 season, Dawn 
Chamberlin finished her third year as head coach 
of the Salisbury State field hockey team. Chamber- 
lin’s record during that time is an eye-opening 
43-12-5, with two visits to the NCAA Division III Final 
Four Championship. In each of her first two seasons 
as coach, the Sea Gulls finished third-best in the 
nation in each of her first two seasons as coach. 
This is Chamberlin’s fifth year overall with the Sea 
Gull program, for she served as an assistant under 
head coach Karen Weaver in both 1985 and 1986. 

Chamberlin, 26, is a 1985 graduate of the 
University of lowa, where she was a four-year 
letterwinner on the highly successful field hockey 
team. The Hawkeyes won the Big Ten championship 
outright from 1981 to 1983, before sharing the top 
spot in 1984. The 1984 team finished second in the 
nation. Chamberlin, who served as a team co-cap- 
tain in both her junior and senior years, was also a 
member of lowa’s National Indoor Championship 
team and selected to the All-Big Ten team during 
her senior year. 

While at lowa, she also received the Women’s 
Intercollegiate Athletic Academic Award (1982- 
1985) and the Physical Education Academic 
Achievement Award (1983-1985). Chamberlin, who 
also coaches the SSU women’s lacrosse team in 
the spring, earned her Master of Education from 
Salisbury State in 1987. 

Born in Landstuhl, Germany, and formerly of 
Abington, PA, Chamberlin resides in Salisbury.

The ’89 edition of the Sea Gulls came one win short 
of making a fourth consecutive trip to the NCAA 
Division II] Final Four en route to a 15-4-1 record 
and the team’s second straight Eastern States 
Athletic Conference (ESAC) championship. The 
Gulls also qualified for the NCAA Tournament for 
the sixth consecutive year and served as aregional 
host for the second straight season. 

In all, Salisbury State finished as the top-ranked 
team in the South Region and finished as the 
fifth-ranked team in the final regular season national 
poll. The Gulls won their first eight games of the 
season and outscored opponents 47-14 on the 
year. In the end, the Sea Gull defense recorded 
nine shutouts, and freshman goalkeeper Liz Leo 
finished with a .70 goals against average. 

Other team highlights included another Sunfest 
Tournament championship, key road victories over 
traditional powers Johns Hopkins and Ithaca, and 
a stretch of five consecutive shutout victories before 
the season-ending loss to Trenton State in the 
regional finals. 

Individually, sophomore Cheryl Ish captured the 
team scoring title with eight goals and 11 total 
points, finishing with a late-season flurry to edge 
out fellow sophomore Vicki Conklin (eight goals, 
nine points). Five other Gulls finished with five goals 
each in a well-balanced offensive attack.
